Chinese Republic .Assured. 


•Pekin, 'Feb. 5.—The Empress Dow- 


ager Issued an edict •this afternoon in- 
structing Premier Yuan Shi Kai to es- 
tablish a Republic in 
co-oporation 


with ithe Southern Republicans. The 
edict has not yet been published and 
it is expected that it 
will be kept 


more or less secret so far as the pub- 
lic is concerned until arrangments in 
the Sou'th have been completed. 


Yuan Shi Kai is now endeavoring 


to persuade the Nanking government 
to hand over the control of affairs 
to enable him to parry on the admin- 
istration of the whole empire until 
the national convention appoints a 
permanent government and adopts a 
constitution. It is doubted here that 
•the republicans in Nanking will con- 
sent to this. 


It is believed the only solution pos- 


sible is the creation of two provis- 
ional governments and the continu- 
ance of temporary control. Yuan i» 
opposed to 'the transfer of tue capitiu 
10 Nanking, but ithere appears to be a 
i/cse understanding between the im- 
perial Premier and the republicans 
who have again offered him the pres 
idency. 


The fact that the abdication of the 


throne has been decided upon is not 
known to the general public in Pe- 
kin and the skillful manner in which 
the transition Is being effected leaves 
small appiehension of disturbances. 


Many of the Imperial Princes art 


leaving Pekin. Prince Kung, leader of 
the Mongolian anti-abdicationists, and 
Prince Su of the Board of Depend- 
encies have gone to M'anchuria.

great Ice bridge that has choked the 
river channel between the cataract 
and the upper steel arch bridge below 
the falls for the last three weeks 
broke from its shoring just at noon 
today and went down the river, 'taking 
with it to their death a man and wo- 
man, beiieved $p be -JWr and Mrs. ,B1- 
dridge Stanton of Toronto, Can., and

IFour other people were on the ice 


at the time, but managed to get ashore 
in i&afety. 


The bridge was considered perfectly 


safe. For weeks the great fields of 
ice had been coming down the rivver 
piling up against the barrier until it 
was sixty to eighty feet thick and 
under the influence of rero wrnther 
had become anchored to 'the sbore.

perienced by Packers—Total Pack 


Is 5,850,000 Cacce. 


Seattle, Wash.—The present has 


been the beet year the canned salmon 
industry hag ever known. The pack 
la nearly 760,000 cases larger than ever 
put up in any previous year; the 
prices have been the highest, more 
men and capital have been employed, 
a greater number of canneries have 
been operated, there has been 
suf- 


ficient demand from all parts of the 
world to absorb practically all 
the 


record-breaking pack, and with one ex- 
ception there have been no losses to 
either salmon or canneries, as has 
often been the case in former years. 


The total pack of canned salmon 


this year for Alaska, British Columbia, 
Puget sound, Gray's Harbor and the 
Columbia river is estimated at 6,860,- 
000 cases. This pack is 000,000 cases 
more than in any previous year in the 
history of the salmon Industry. 


Packers estimate the Alaska pack at 


3,000,000 cases; Puget Sound, 1,350,- 
000 cases; Columbia river, 500,000 
cases; British Columbia, 750,000 cases; 
outside points, 250,000 cases. 


One of the featuresAn fact the dom- 


inant feature of the season's opera- 
tions, has been the huge pack of pink 
salmon. The pack of "pinks" this year 
is estimated at 2,500,000 cases, com- 
pared with 1,400,000 cases, the largest 
previous pack of this kind ef fish. All 
but between 150,000 and 200,000 cases 
of this large amount of pink or cheap 
fish has been sold. In as much as 
next year the run of pink salmon 
should be light, packers who have this 
king of salmon are not worrying about 
having to carry a small stock over. 


Salmon packers declare that no less 


than $2,000,000 will have been paid 
out in Seattle during 1911 Y<y packers 
for supplies, labor, equipment, wages, 
freights and otherwise. 


The shipments of canned salmon by 


water from Puget Sound during Octo- 
ber were the largest ever sent out dur- 
ing any one month. Figures compiled 
by the collector of customs at Port 
Townsend show that the shipment! 
for the month aggregated 
3,866,450 


pounds, valued at $413,650. 
The ex- 


ports during the same month last year 
aggregated but 1,189,696 pounds, and 
in 1909 only 884,474 pounds. 


BOOKS FORJ3LIND CHEAPER 


New Method of Printing? Discovered 


In Franca, Hac Lowered the 


Cost Materially. 


Books for the bHnd are to be very 


much cheaper because of a new meth- 
od ot printing them discovered in 
Prance, and free librarfas for 
the 


blind are to be established through* 
out the provinces of France. This in* 
formation comes here from the Paris 
correspondent of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, who 
•writes: 


"Books with raised letters used by 


the blind are generally very expen- 
sive. They have, up to the present 
time, been ot two distinct types; 
First, those which were stereotyped, 
the manufacturing process being so 
expensive that frequent printing of 
new books is made almost impossible; 
second, those written by hand by 
some blind person whose good will 
does not prevent him from making fre- 
quent inaccuracies, and who can make 
but one copy at a time, and that only 
slowly. 


"Now M. Ernest Vaughn, the direc- 


tor of Hospice des Qulnze-Vingts, has 
devised a press for printing booka for 
the blind by means of which a text of 
irreproachable exactness can be ob- 
tained and at a cost much less than 
that of either the stereotyped or the 
hand-written books. 
To place this 


system on the market he has founded 
the Societe Philanthropique d'Impres- 
sions pour les Aveugles, of which the 
celebrated writer, 
Anatole France, 


member of the Academic Francaiee, 
is president."—New York Times.

Artificial Wood. 


Louis Carre, in England, has in- 


vented a process for the artificial pro- 
duction of wood from straw or dried 
grass. It is proposed to use the wood, 
not 
only in 
the 
manufacture of 


matches, for which purpose it is said 
to be cheaper than natural wood. The 
straw is passed through crushing rolls 
and then through cylindrical cutters, 
which divide it into strips. Afterward, 
supplied with an adhesive, the strips, 
enclosed on top and bottom with lay- 
ers of paper, are passed between oth- 
er rolls, and through linked moulds in 
tho form of a chain, where they are 
subjected to pressure and heat, from, 
which they issue in the form of round 
splints, which are then cut into the 
• -cper length for matches.—Scientific,
